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‘The Dispensation of Promise 


This dispensation lasted from the call 
of Abraham to the exodus, and is known 
as the Dispensation of the Family. 


After the dispersion from Babel, the 
descendant of Noah and his sons became 
idolaters. No doubt God had His wit- 
nesses, but there is no record of any. 
Even Abraham’s father was an idolater. 
So God decided to single out one family 
and start afresh. Abraham was chosen 
and he proved a mighty man of faith, but 
his righteousness waned in his descend- 
ants. Isaac was a good man, but not so 
good as his father, and Jacob, Isaac’s son, 
who succeeded to the birthright, was 
still less so, and the twelve sons of Jacob 
were not so good and faithful as Jacob. 


Genesis 11 and 12 mark an important 
turning point in the divine dealing. Here- 
tofore the history has been that of the 
Adamic race. There has been neither Jew 
nor Gentile; all have been one in “the 
first man Adam.” Henceforth, in the 
scripture record, humanity must be 
thought of as a vast stream from which 
God, in the call of Abram and the crea- 
tion of the nation of Israel, has but 
drawn off a slender rill, through which 
He may at last purify the great river it- 
self. Israel was called to be a witness tu 
the unity of God in the midst of uni- 
versal idolatry (Deut. 6:4; Isa. 43: 16- 
12); to illustrate the blessedness of serv- 
ing the true God (Deut, 33:26-29); to 
receive and preserve the divine revela- 
tions (Rom. 3:1, 2; Deut. 4:5-8); and 
to produce the Messiah (Gen. 3:15; 21: 
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3:28:10, 14; 49:10; 2 Sam. 7:16, 17; 
Isa. 4:3, 4; Matt. 1:1). 

The reader of scripture should hold 
firmly in mind: (1) that from Gen. 12 
to Matt. 12:45 the Scriptures have pri- 
marily in view Israel, the little rill, not 
the great Gentile river; though again and 
again the universality of the ultimate di- 


‘vine intent breaks into view. Gen. 12: 


1-3, “Now the Lord had said _ unto 
Abram, Get thee out of thy country, and 
from thy kindred, and from thy father’s 
house, unto a land that I will shew thee: 
and I will make of thee a great nation, 
and I will bless thee, and make thy name 
great; and thou shalt be a blessing: and 
I will bless them that bless thee, and 
curse him that curseth thee: and in thee 
shall all families of the earth be blessed.” 
Here we have an account of God’s di- 
rect call to Abram and his descendants. 
This made quite a change in the human 
family. God now calls and separates one 
man and places him under a promise and 
it seems that the rest of the Gentile 
world was not directly under the favors 
of God and were left to drift into idola- 
try and many hurtful things. But God 
saw Abraham and said that he knew 
him. Abraham was faithful to obey the 
Lord and move out at once to a_ place 
where He had called him to go. Though 
he was not acquainted with the country, 
he was faithful and willing to trust him- 
self in the hands of the Lord. 

Abraham took with him all his posses- 
sions and Lot his nephew and Sarai his 
wife and departed out of Haran, Here 


we find him building an altar in the land 
of Canaan. It is said that the Canaanites 
were then in the land and the Lord ap- 
peared unto him and said, “I will give 
this land unto thee.” Here we find Abra- 
ham building an altar, sacrificing, and 
worshipping God. 

After Abraham reached Canaan things 
went well for a while and he had the fav- 
ors of God and was at peace with the 
Canaanites. In Gen. 12:10 a famine was 
on the land and Abraham went down in- 
to Egypt. Here he became fearful that 
some of the Egyptians would take his 
wife away from him or kill him for her 
for she was a very beautiful woman, and 
he agreed with his wife that she should 
pass as his sister. We find that the king 
of Egypt beheld the woman and _his 
princes also saw her. They took Abra- 
ham’s wife unto Pharaoh’s house. He 
treated Abraham well for her sake but 
the Lord plagued Pharaoh’s house with 
great plagues and he called for Abraham 
and said, “What is this that thou hast 
done unto me? Why didst thou nor tell 
me that she was thou wife?” He gladly 
turned her over to Abraham and com- 
manded his men concerning him, and 
they sent him away with his wife and all 
that he had. 

After his trip into Egypt, Abraham 
and Lot went back into Canaan. Their 
herds had increased and there was some 
dissention between their herdmen. Ab- 
raham called Lot unto him and said, 
“Let there be no strife and division be-

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Getting Back Into Goshen 





“Goshen” means “close by.” When 
Joseph was made known to his brethren, 
he afterward told them that he would 
give them a place in the land of Goshen, 
which he said was “near unto me.” 
“Therefore be not grieved, nor angry 
with yourselves, . . . for God did send 
me before you to preserve life. For these 
two years hath the famine been in the 
land: and yet there are five years, in the 
which there shall neither be earing nor 
harvest,” Gen. 45:6. 

This exhortation from Joseph so 
elated the hearts of the brethren that 
they were soon up and going away to 
tell their old broken-hearted father the 
good news, the report of which almost 
caused the heart of their father to stop. 
But, thank the Lord, he finally survived 
and said, “It is enough; Joseph my son 
is yet alive: I will go and see him before 
I die.” And he did go down, he and all 
his family, about seventy souls, they and 
all their cattle and herds, to live in the 
good land of Goshen near by where 
Joseph and the rest of his folks lived. 
Goshen was well watered, a fine place 
for cattle, good grass for the possibility 
of raising fine herds, and, too, it was 
near unto Joseph, who could jump on 
his milk-white steed, and run down in a 
very few moments. Oh, it was a lovely 
thought that Joseph could see his old 
father from whom he had been absent for 
about twenty years. 

The delicious, sparkling fountains and 
balmy air of Eevpt were truly delight- 
ful indeed. The lovely sunshine and 
aroma from the beautiful flowers is 
enough to make folks want to get back 
into the “lovely land of Goshen.” Such 
splendor and glory! It seems that God’s 
children would like something like it (?), 
though so many do not seem to be in- 
terested. 

The family of Jacob rejoiced one more 
time together, when they were situated 
in their tents, their children playing and 
riding the nice ponies, and scampering 
over the newly inhabited fields of their 
childhood. Like the pensive Ruth, they 


found the fields still golaen and_ the 
morning sunlight fresh and fair. Oh, 
what a blessed state! It was the next 


thing to heaven. Such a lovely time and 
such a lovely place! 

But, sad to say, when Israel had 
enjoyed these good things for a time, they 
soon found out something else which 
drew them from this good gracious enjoy- 
ment, and they went out into dark 
Egypt and began partaking of things that 
resulted in bad things for them—heart- 
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aches, servitude in an extreme measure, 
stripes often, and long bondage. For four 
hundred thirty long years God suffered 
them to pay highly for their backsliding, 
but after all, God heard their pitiful wail- 
ing cry and sent Moses and Aaron to help 
them back into that lovely land of 
Goshen, Oh, how happy they must have 
been when six hundred thousand of their 
men and all their lovely women and chil- 
dren were once again safely housed in 
their beautiful sun-kissed tents in Goshen. 

God began to hear their prayers and 
Moses told them that God had sent him 
to take them out of thar land to a bet- 
ter land where they could see the love- 
ly, bright clouds and where the copious 
showers fell on the mown fields and the 
lark and nightingale sang their beautiful 
evening song. Israel was so greatly 
blessed and hearts were so jubilane that 
they could hardly await the time to 
start. But God had to get the old king 
in a better attitude to let them go, so 
He told Moses just how to present the 
case before Pharaoh in order to make it 
sound best. After a few hard strokes, the 
old king surrendered and they were just 
about ready to start on the journey. 

During the great tribulation that was 
all over Egypt, destruction came in the 
most severe manner, except death, then at 
last death came, and a complete destruc- 
tion it was. In the meantime an inquiry 
was made. There was not a fly, nor 
locust in the land of Goshen, and no 
darkness, and while the cows of Egypt 
were all dying, there was not one dead 
or sick cow in Goshen. This was such a 
good place, but God had some better 
things yet, if He had not He would not 
have taken them out of Goshen. Some 
seem to think that there is nothing bet- 
ter, bur God knew and we know that 
there is. 

The first point we wish to make is 
that getting back into Goshen is a type 
of us getting ready to go away with Je- 
sus. He, like Moses, will not take us out 
of anv other place or condition except 
Goshen, which is one of the most com- 
plete types of strict obedience and favor 
with God. Sanctification is an experience 
of purification. There is joy in regenera- 
tion, but there is more joy in sanctifica- 
tion, and powerful joy when we receive 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 

Sanctification is the result of a clean 
heart, made so by the shed blood of Je- 
sus Christ. It is a cleansing. It eradicates 
sin in all of its forms. There is not a 
trace or stain of sin in the sanctified 
heart, and no guessing. It is an undenia- 


ble fact. God has made the provision and 
the precious shed blood of Jesus Christ is 


the only thing that will do this great 
work. There is nothing below that 
that is the Goshen experience. We 


have had the experience many years 
and thousands of people know what 
it is. It is the effect of the suffering and 
death of our blessed Lord and Savior Je- 
sus Christ whose precious crimson life 
blood He poured out on the rugged cross 
of Calvary. It will and does sanctify, and 
the great call today is to get back into 
this lovely experience. “As you have re- 
ceived Christ Jesus the Lord, so walk ye 
in him.” 

We have joined churches until we are 
well divided. We have traded and got- 
ten ourselves homes and lands, some of 
which is ill gotten gain. Some of us have 
said too much about our faltering broth- 
er, and that in a very harsh way, all of 
which has stained our garments enough 
at least that we will have to get a new 
dip in the shed blood of our precious 
once-dead but risen Lord. The Good Book 
says, “Keep thy garments always white.” 
It also says, “Speak evil of no man.” 
Well, it is enough when we transgress. 
We are guilty of sin and sin makes a 
splotch, and nothing but the blood can 
wash it away and Jesus will not take any 
who have spots on their garments. 

The second thought is that when the 
children of Israel got themselves back in- 
to the lovely Goshen experience, Moses, 
who is a type of Jesus, came and soon 
they were out and gone. Not a hoof of 
them remained until the next morning. 
They took all the pure gold with them. 
The Word says, “Ye are the light of the 
world.” When the saints are taken away, 
how dark it will be. It also says, “Ye 
are kings and priests unto God.” When 
the saints are taken away, all the kings 
and priests will be gone. There will be 
nobody to pray for the poor, broken- 
hearted weeping souls. What a pity! “Ye 
are the salt of the earth.” When the 
saints are gone, how rotten the world will 
be then. “Ye are the jewels of earth, and 
treasures of the Lord.” When the saints 
are gone, how poor this old world will

The Need of Revival 


“Wilt thou not revive us again?” Psa. 
85.6. 

In every spiritual circle today the need 
of revival is being discussed. A church 
in working order is a revival church. 
Absence of revival fires means spiritual 
desolation. The history of the church is 
the history of revivals. In the midst of 
revival fires alone can the church live 
and thrive. 

The need of a revival appears when we 
consider: 

1. Individual church members. How 
limited is the faith, peace, hope, and joy 
of so many. With what dry, dead form 
is their worship of God, How little of 
the mind of Christ and of that power 
and high-toned piety they manifest. So 
much of the world and its spirit possesses 
them. 

2. The ministry. The ministry cannot 
give to the church what they do not 
possess themselves. To produce a pray- 
ing, self-denying, sacrificing people, a 
ministry possessing such qualities them- 
selves is required. A revived ministry 
means a revived church. 

3. The local churches. It takes a week 
or two of hard work to get the average 
church ready for a revival. If they are a 
soul-saving station composed of life 
guards, it is their business to be alive and 
on the job. But when they are more 
alive to worldly affairs and their own 
selfish ends than they are to Jesus and 
the interests of His Church, they certain- 
ly need waking up. ' 

4. The Church at large. When we com- 
pare it with the Bible picture, with what 
it used to be, and with what the wor'!d 
in general expects of it, we cannot fail 
to see how urgent is the need of a great, 
scriptura!, Holy Ghost revival in the 
Church everywhere. 

5. The world in general. From. that 
which everybody knows of the world 
about us, its unbelief and sin of every 
cast, we all know that its only hope is a 
revival of old-time religion. We believe 
that a general, apostolic, Welch, Wesley- 
an, Finney type of revival would greatly 
help the political, social, and economical 
condition of the country today, as weli 
as bring thousands of lost souls into the 


kingdom of God, 


MEANS FOR SECURING THE 
NEEDED REVIVAL 
1. More personal devotion to the Lord 





and His cause, among the saints. This 


applies to every one. There should be 
more humility, more faith, more seeking 
the will of God and rhe things of God. 

2. More concerted action. A drawing 
closer together in the spirit of prayer and 
spiritual devotion, a united effort, for 
the purpose of a special advance against 
the enemy of souls. 

3. The remorse of such conditions and 
things that hinder the progress of the 
Spirit’s work among us. If it is pride, 
unconfessed sin, or lack of life and unity, 
such conditions must be dealt with. A 
way should be sought to clear up the 
channels of the Spirit thar are clogged. 

4. Special prayer, with fasting. Let us 
remember that there can be no unusual 
measure of blessing without unusual 
prayer, and with confession, as is proper, 
and humiliation before God. 

God’s promise is “And ye shall seek me, 
and find me, when ye shall search for 
me with all your heart,” Jer. 29:13. This 
applies to one or to many. Where there 
is such seeking there will be revival. O 
Lord, revive Thy work,

“Ye must be born again,” John 3:7. 

This text is said to be found in the 
first discourse of Jesus ever recorded. 

George Whitefield preached more than 
three hundred times from this text. 
When asked why he used it so often, he 
replied, “Just because you must be born 
again.” 

1. The new birth involves a funda- 
mental change of heart and life. “If any 
man be in Christ, he is a new creature; 
old things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new,” 2 Cor. 5:17. 
This change makes one a child of God, 
where life wears a different face. Things 
that used to please and satisfy do so no 
more, There are now new desires, new 
loves, new hates, new ambitions; in short, 
a new creation. The whole trend of life 
is changed. Instead of sin, unrighteous- 
ness and ungodliness, there is righteous- 
ness, peace, and salvation. 

2. The new birth is of divine origin, 
it is from above. It is attributed to the 
Spirit of God. Man is unable to save 
himself or to obtain spiritual life by any 
means at his disposal. He can only sur- 
render himself to the Lord and in sim- 
ple faith receive that wonderful change 
which none but the Spirit of God can 
bring about. 

3. The new birth brings spiritual life 
into the soul. It is here that men know 
and serve God. Without this _ spiritual 
birth they neither know nor enter into 
the kingdom of God. 

4. The new birth is received by believ- 
ing on the Lord Jesus Christ. Those who 
receive Him by believing “on His name” 
are born of God. John 1:12,13. 

5. The new birth is receivable now. 
All true Christians are God’s sons now. 
“Behold what manner of love the Father 
hath bestowed upon us, that we should 
be called the sons of God . . . Beloved 
now are we the sons of God,” 1 John 3: 
i, oe

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REPORT FROM INDIA 
Chengannur P. O., Travancore, 
South India, Jan. 11, 1937. 
Beloved Coworkers: 

“O give thanks unto the Lord; for hz 
is good: for his mercy endureth for ever.” 

Though there was much to write, I was 
unable to send out a report letter last 
month because of extra duties. This is the 
time for district meetings, that is, from 
November to February, when there is lit- 
tle rain. Mr. Cook has lately been to a 
place where he had not been before, one 
opened up by our workers, and the peo- 
ple were so interested in hearing the deep- 
er truths of the Word that they want 
more meetings about Easter time. An 
orthodox Syrian has offered the use of 
his large school for the meetings. 

Last April we wrote “A Call to 
Prayer,” about the Eravas, and trust that 
those of you who received that article 
have been praying for them. God has 
been working recently in Noornad where 
there are so many Eravas, and November 
26 another Erava woman followed the 
Lord in baptism. Two Eravas have lately 
received the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
in that place. We had two Erava men 
in Bible School this year, ones who had 
previously received the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. Others are ready for water 
baptism soon and are seeking the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. 

We wrote that about 90 per cent of 
the Erava caste wanted to leave Hindu- 
ism and become Christians as they did 
not have religious freedom amongst the 
Hindus. Now the tide has turned as free- 
dom has been proclaimed by the Travan- 
core Government for all Hindu castes, 
even those called “untouchables” to en- 
ter the temples. In some of our out- 
stations, almos: all of our people are the 
servants of the higher caste Hindu mas- 
ters and are living upon their land. Since 
the issue of this proclamation, pressure is 
being brought to bear upon the Chris- 
tian converts to come back to Hinduism. 
These masters even threaten to send them 
off their land if they do not return to 
Hinduism. However, some of our people 
are saying that even if they have to live 
by the roadside and starve, they will not 
give up their faith. 

Since this is the case, something will 
have to be done for them lest some may 
be tempted. Surely the dark days are 
upon us, but there are many that are go- 
ing through and none of our people have 
gone back to Hinduism yet. There are 


even Hindu missions with thousands of 
dollars back of this Hindu propaganda. 
Every effort, even to persecution, is 
made, to gain their end. Will you not 
pray earnestly for our dear people that 
they will stand true and for those who 
want to come out for the Lord? 

We praise God for His great blessing 
upon the work. Altogether 202 followed 
the Lord in baptism during the past year, 
forty-eight of these during the month of 
December. A week ago Sunday, the first 
Sunday of this New Year, sixteen were 
baptized in water in one district and 
more are to be baptized at the annual 
convention. Also next Sunday there is to 
be a baptismal service here at headquar- 
ters. 

At Noornad out-station in tarrying 
meetings eight more have received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, including the 
two Evravas mentioned above and one 
Bible School student. Last week another 
Bible School student received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit in Pandanad out- 
station. 

We trust you are praving for the work 
in the Tamil district which has so won- 
derfully opened up to us. Pray much for 
the thousands of Hindus there and for 
laborers to be thrust forth into this needy 
field in this last hour. We feei that there 
is no time to lose for Jesus is coming 
soon. Do continue to hold the ropes, pray- 
ing more earnestly and effectually for 
lost souls and that saints will be prepared 
for the Lord’s coming. We pray that you 
may be greatly blessed during this year. 
Greetings in the Lord from us all.—

tween me and thee and between mv 
herdmen and thy herdmen.” Abraham 
suggested that they separate and gave 
Lot choice of the country. Lot, with a 
greedy eye, looked on the plains that they 
were well watered and he pitched his tent 
toward Sodom. Abraham journeyed on 
the hill country and while praying God 
spoke to him ard said, “Arise and walk 
through the land, and I will give this 
land to thee and thy seed forever.” 


ABRAHAM DELIVERS LOT 


While Lot lived in the city of Sodom 
there was a king thar came up against 
them and overcame them and they served 
him twelve years. The kings of Sodom 
and Gomorrah finally rebelled against 
this king and this king came up against 
them with his federated kings and took 
them captive, with all their goods and 
Lot, Abraham's nephew, and all his cat- 
tle, One escaped and told Abraham. Ab- 
raham took his trained men, born in his 
house, three hundred and eighteen, and 
pursued them unto Dan. Overtaking 
them he divided his forces and fought 
against them. He took from them all the 
spoil of Sodom and Gomorrah and 
brought back his nephew Lot, ll his 
goods, and the women. As Abraham re- 
turned from the slaughter all the kings 
of Sodom and Gomorrah that were left 
came out to meet him. Melchizedek, king 
of Salem, brought forth bread and wine 
and he was the priest of the most high 
God and Abraham gave unto Melchize- 
dek tithes of all. The kings of Sodom 
said unto Abraham, “Give me the per- 
sons and take the goods.” Abraham said 
to the kings of Sodom, “I have lift up 
mine hand unto the Lord, the most high 
God, possessor of heaven and earth, that 
I will not take from a thread even to a 
shoe‘atchet, and that I will:not take any- 
thing that is thine, lest thou shouldst 
say, | have made Abraham rich: Save on- 
ly that which the young men_ have 
eaten.” Here Abraham again shows his 
gererous holy spirit thar God had placed 
in him, and proved his generous, kind, 
godly spirit in not taking anything from 
those that he had worked and labored. 
He meets Melchizedek, priest of the 
most high God. Here we have the first 
mention of tithing in the Scriptures. 
Abraham must have known something of 
this doctrine and I am persuaded he got 
it in communion with the Lord. Many 
think that Melchizedek was Christ him- 
self, but to say the least of it, he is a 
type of Christ. Since Melchizedek’s 
priestly order of bread and wine was an 
emblem of Christ, Christ is a priest after 
the order of Melchizedek as a king of 
righteousness and king of peace. Isa. 11: 
4-9; Heb. 7:2. 
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In Gen. 15 the Lord appeared to Abra- 
ham and told him to “fear not for I am 
thy shield and exceeding great reward.” 
Abraham said to the Lord, “What wilt 
thou give me, seeing I go childless?” The 
Lord spake to Abraham and told him that 
the descendant of Eliezer would not be 
his heir, and here he promised to give 
him a righteous seed from his beloved 
wife. He took Abraham abroad and told 
him to look toward the heaven and “tell 
the stars, if thou be able to number 
them,” and He said, “So shall thy seed 
be.” Abraham believed the Lord and it 


was accounted to him for righteousness. 


Gen. 15:7-21 gives us an account of 
God’s special revelation to Abraham con- 
cerning giving him the land and_ the 
bondage of his seed in Egypt. He tells 
him to take an heifer three years old and 
a she goat three years old and a ram 
three years old and a turtle dove and a 
young pigeon. Abraham took these and 
divided each piece one against the other 
and when the fowls came down he drove 
them away. As soon as the sun had gone 
down and darkness had fallen upon him 
God told him that his seed should be 
strangers in a land that was not theirs 
and should serve in bondage four hun- 
dred years but the nation they served 
God would judge. 

In Gen. 16 we have an account of the 
birth of Ishmael by Sarah’s maid. It 
seems that they became impatient and 
Sarah suggested to Abraham that her 
maid would bear them seed. This all 
seemed to bring confusion in the camp 
and I am sure was not pleasing to God. 
In chapter 17 we have the record of the 
visitors to Abraham’s camp just before 
the Lord destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah. 
We haven’t space to give a detail of this 
account but every Bible reader knows 
how God visited Abraham with two an- 
gels and there made known to him that 
Sarah his wife should bear him seed and 
that through this seed he would become 
the father of many nations. He also be- 
came an intercessor and prayed until his 
nephew Lot was delivered from _ the 
wicked city of Sodom. 


Isaac was born unto Abraham and was 
the only child of his beloved wife. When 
Isaac was twenty-five years old Abraham 
was called on to sacrifice him to the 
Lord on a mountain that He would show 
him. This was a test of Abraham’s faith 
but he was obedient to the Lord and took 
Isaac to the mountain and after he had 
built the altar, tied him, and placed him 
on it, he raised his hand to take his life 
and God stopped him and showed him a 
sacrifice behind him, a ram caught in 
the vines by the horns, This is a test of 
Abraham’s genuine faith in God and 
stands out preeminent above every act of 
Obedience that we have any record of 
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concerning Abraham. Finally the time 
came for Isaac to be married. Abraham 
sent his servant Eliezer back to Sarah’s 
brother’s to get him a wife. The beauti- 
ful story is told of how God directed 
Eliezer, how Rebekah came to draw wa- 
ter to water the camels in answer to the 
request that Eliezer had made to the 
Lord concerning the wife of his master. 


Sarah died and left Abraham, Isaac, 
and Rebekah. She was buried in the cave 
of Machpelah which Abraham had pur- 
chased for a burying place. Then Abra- 
ham took a wife and her name was Ketu- 
rah and she bore him Zimran, and Jok- 
shan, and Medan, and Midian, and Ishbak, 
and Shuah. Abraham gave all that he 
had to Isaac and he gave gifts to the sons 
of the concubines and sent them away 
from Isaac. This was done that Isaac 
might inherit the full blessing handed 
down from Abraham to him. Abraham 
died at a hundred three score and fif- 
teen years and was gathered to his peo- 
ple. Isaac and Ishmael buried him in the 
cave of Machpelah. 


Isaac now becomes full heir of the 
promise and he has two sons born unto 
him, Esau and Jacob. These boys grew up 
in the camp of Isaac and became quite 
prominent. Esau was a mighty hunter 
while Jacob stayed at home and helped 
his mother and ioved the fields. It seemed 
that the nature of these two men were 
quite different, the one wild and care- 
less, mixing with the tribes around hin, 
marrying into the families of the Hit- 
tites. Jacob was of quite a different type. 
The ugliest thing that he did was to 
cheat his brother out of his birthright. 
The prophets had said the older should 
serve the younger but if Jacob and Re- 
bekah had waited God’s time, He would 
have brought this about without their 
trickery. 


We are here giving an account of the 
descending blessing from Isaac to Jacob: 
“Therefore God give thee of the dew of 
heaven, and the fatness of the earth, and 
plenty of corn and wine: Let people serve 
thee, and nations bow down to thee: be 


lord over thy brethren, and let thy 
mother’s sons bow down to thee: cursed 
be every one that curseth thee, and 


blessed be he that blesseth thee.” Jacob, 
after this treacherous deed, and Esau ar- 
rived in the camp with this venison, his 
mother sent him away because Esau 
planned to kill him. As he slept out alone 
one night, God visited him and the ar- 
gels ascended and descended upon a lad- 
der. Jacob rose up and said that this was 
the very gate of heaven and he knew it 
not. He anointed the stone that he used 
for a pillow and promised the Lord if 
he would bring him safe home again he 
would give Him the tenth. Jacob went 
to his Uncle Laban’s home and agreed to

work seven years for one of his daugh- 
ters. His uncle tricked him and gave him 
his oldest daughter Leah instead of 
Rachel. Jacob worked seven years more 
for Rachel because he loved her. He 1s 
now reaping what he sowed. 


He finally returns ro his home and on 
the way, one night, he wrestled all night 
with an angel and at the break of day he 
received a blessing from God. His broth- 
er’s wrath was appeased and he now goes 
into the land of Canaan. But little is 
known of Esau but he grew to be a 
mighty nation and had many trained 
servants under him. Jacob had twelve 
boys born into his home by his wives and 
their handmaidens. Two of these were by 
his beloved wife Rachel. One of them, 
Joseph, was a special favored son. His 
brothers sold him into slavery and taking 
his coat that Jacob had made for him 
they dipped it into the blood of a kid. 
This was a coat of many colors and was 
a mark of distinction as to the love and 
affection lavished upon him by his father. 
Joseph grew up in Egypt and was virtu- 


ous and true in every respect and finally . 


became the governor of Egypt. This he 
did through and by the wisdom that God 
specially gave him. A famine arose in the 
land and Jacob had to send his sons into 


Egypt to buy corn. You should read 
Genesis 40-45. 
The obligation in this dispensation 


was that of promise. Abraham was re- 
quired to have faith in God and also to 
strictly obey His voice and when his 
faith lapsed, when the famine came, and 
he went into Egypt, he was out of the 
direct will of God. His son Isaac had the 
same experience and left the land of Ca- 
naan during a famine and got into the 
same trouble that Abraham did. When 
they left Canaan they were out of the 
will of Ged but on their return each 
time they renewed their covenant with 
God by worshiping at the same place that 
Abraham fjrst built an altar, thereby 
God’s favors returned to them. Gen. 12: 
6-8. When Jacob sent his sons into Egypt 
to buy corn and finally went with them, 
he stopped at the same place where 
Abraham and Isaac had worshipped and 
there offered sacrifice to God. God met 
him there and told him to go_ into 
Egypt. If you remember, God had al- 
ready told Abraham that his seed would 
go into bondage for four hurdred years, 
so the obligation in this dispensation was 
faith and obedience and all the patriarchs 
who kept this obligation were in divine 
order and God’s blessings were extended 
to them. The worshipers were not made 
perfect in sacrifice and obedience to God 
but all this sacrifice was an index finger 
pointing to the cross, and they can be 
termed holy because of their faith and 
obedience to God. Gen. 15:7-21.
